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THE  ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Committee  and  the  Citizens  of  Southbridge: 

I  hereby  submit  my  first  annual  report  as  Superintendent 
of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools.  This  is  the  ninetieth 
in  a  series  of  such  reports.  Perhaps  the  three  main  com- 
ponents of  any  school  system  are  personnel,  facilities  and 
program.  I  shall  attempt  to  cover  each  of  these  areas  as 
precisely  and  accurately  as  possible. 

PERSONNEL 

There  are  presently  five  elementary  schools  in  the  system 
including  Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road,  Pleasant  Street, 
West  Street  and  Pine  Street  School.  In  these  five  schools 
there  is  a  total  of  1293  students  and  58  full-time  staff 
members.  There  are  also  specialists  in  the  area  of  Guid- 
ance, Learning  Disabilities  ,  Reading,  Physical  Education, 
Music,  Art,  and  Speech.  In  September  1972  the  Special 
Education  class,  which  was  housed  at  Pleasant  Street, 
will  be  transferred  to  the  West  Street  School  to  comply 
with  a  recent  state  mandate  on  partial  integration  of  these 
children  into  the  regular  program.  A  primary  group  in 
Special  Education  is  housed  at  the  Eastford  Road  School 
and  partially  integrated  into  first  and  second  grades. 

The  Wells  Jr.  High  School  has  a  total  of  fifty-one  full- 
time  staff  members  and  two  part-time  members.  The  Jr. 
High  houses  grades  5  through  8,  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  seven  hundred  and  seventy  students.  There  is  no  basic 
change  in  the  number  of  personnel  at  Wells  Junior  High 
over  the  preceding  school  year,  even  though  we  did  ac- 
commodate approximately  forty  more  students. 

The  only  additions  to  the  staff  are  those  in  the  area  of 
Special  Education  in  order  to  meet  the  state  mandate  in 
this  area.  The  Pre-Vocational  has  a  total  of  five  full- 
time  teachers  and  an  enrollment  of  sixty-seven  eighth  grade 
students.  This  is  the  first  year  of  the  Pre-Vocational 
Program  following  the  phasing  out  of  the  Cole  Trade  School 
Program. 

The  total  high  school  staff  includes  fifty-four  staff  mem- 
bers in  grades  nine  through  twelve  with  a  total  enrollment 
of  six  hundred  and  eighty-one  students.  New  Department 
Chairmen  were  appointed  during  the  past  year  in  the  areas 
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of  English  and  Mathematics.  At  the  administrative  level, 
a  new  Vice  Principal  was  also  appointed.  These  are  all 
replacement  positions. 

Areas  in  the  total  personnel  budget  that  will  receive  special 
attention  for  the  1 973-74  school  year  include  kindergarten, 
library-media,  guidance  and  reading. 

The  staff  members  of  the  Southbridge  Public  Schools  are, 
as  a  whole,  well  prepared  and  completely  committed  to 
their  profession.  Their  academic  training  ranges  from  a 
BA  degree  to  certificates  of  advanced  graduate  study. 
During  the  past  year  many  have  taken  advanced  courses, 
completed  advanced  degrees  and  participated  in  various 
kinds  of  advanced  study  institutes. 

FACILITIES 


The  facilities  of  Charlton  Street,  Eastford  Road  and  West 
Street  have  been  completely  updated .  The  physical  design 
of  these  three  units  facilitates  more  flexible  grouping  and 
movement  of  children.  With  the  elimination  of  permanent 
walls  between  classrooms  in  these  three  schools,  there 
are  definite  opportunities  for  better  utilization  of  both 
staff  and  material.  Library  facilities,  remedial  reading 
rooms,  learning,  disability  rooms,  were  also  included  as 
part  of  the  total  building  renovation  program,  as  well  as 
administrative,  guidance  and  health  offices.  The  original 
gymnasium  and  locker  rooms  have  been  vastly  improved, 
and  we  have  added  new  food  service  areas  for  our  antici- 
pated hot  lunch  program.  Ample  parking  facilities,  tarred 
playground  areas,  along  with  landscaping  of  lawn  areas, 
make  our  elementary  school  building  as  fine  a  facility  as 
can  be  found  in  the  entire  area.  The  Pleasant  Street  build- 
ing is  in  reasonably  good  condition.  Work  has  been  done 
on  the  roof  during  the  1971-72  school  year,  and  the  entire 
interior  of  the  building  was  repainted.  The  electrical 
system  was  improved  early  in  1972  and  the  new  clock  bell 
system  will  be  installed  in  the  very  near  future.  The 
plumbing  system ,  toilet  facilities  ,  are  inadequate  and  will 
need  attention  in  the  future. 

This  year  the  town  rented  the  complete  Notre  Dame  School 
on  Pine  Street  and  thus  added  eight  extra  classrooms,  an 
office  in  the  basement,  plus  full  use  of  the  library  and  a 
reading  room.  The  basement  consists  of  two  large  open 
areas,  one  of  which  has  been  used  for  combination  band 
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room  and  emergency  physical  education  room.  The  other 
large  area  was  divided,  using  the  portable  room  divider, 
with  one  section  being  used  as  a  remedial  reading  room, 
and  the  other,  as  a  learning  disability  classroom. 

The  facilities  at  Pine  Street  are  very  good  with  the  excep- 
tion that  there  is  a  need  for  an  auditorium  or  large  area 
where  assemblies  can  be  held,  and  where  students  can 
wait  for  busses  during  inclement  weather.  Sharing  of  the 
Notre  Dame  Hall  with  the  junior  high  school  cuts  down  on 
a  complete  physical  education  program.  The  playground 
area  is  also  most  inadequate.  In  general,  however,  the 
other  facilities  are  very  good  and  the  cooperation  shown 
by  the  Notre  Dame  Parish  has  been  excellent. 

The  Cole  Trade  building  now  houses  the  Pre-Vocational 
program  for  8th  graders.  During  the  past  summer,  many 
minor  improvements  were  made  on  the  building  so  as  to 
make  it  at  least  adequate  for  the  Pre-Vocational  program, 
as  conducted  at  this  time. 

The  Wells  Junior  High  facilities  are  not  adequate  for  the 
kind  of  a  program  that  we  are  attempting  to  conduct.  This 
is  certainly  an  area  that  must  be  given  serious  considera- 
tion, not  only  in  the  1973-74  budget,  but  over  a  period 
of  time.  All  areas  of  this  building  are  in  need  of  improve- 
ment, including  classrooms,  music  rooms,  gymnasiums, 
storage  rooms,  cafeteria,  library,  and  shops.  A  decision 
must  be  made  in  the  very  near  future  as  to  the  housing  for 
students  at  this  grade  level.  In  the  meantime,  however, 
major  improvements  must  be  made  in  this  building  regard- 
less of  future  decisions  in  this  matter. 

The  Senior  High  School  facility  is  a  relatively  new  addition 
to  the  total  educational  facilities  of  the  school  system. 

The  inadequacy  of  the  Southbridge  High  School  plant  and 
facilities,  even  though  more  recent  than  the  other  struc- 
tures in  the  district,  is  a  serious  deterrent  to  program 
development.  The  library  is  under  par  and  should  be  ex- 
panded so  as  to  serve  as  an  instructional  materials  center 
for  students  .  There  is  simply  no  room  available  for  teachers 
to  work  with  students  outside  of  the  classroom.  The 
classroom  utilization  is  near  100%  during  certain  periods 
of  the  day.  State  Department  of  Education  recommends 
not  more  than  85%  plant  utilization  of  classrooms  so  as 
to  allow  for  greater  program  flexibility. 
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We  are,  however,  greatly  encouraged  by  the  renovation 
program  contemplated  for  the  high  school.  The  Building 
Committee  had  the  foresight  to  encourage  staff  participa- 
tion in  this  project,  and  staff  members  have  responded 
well  to  the  challenge. 

The  State  Department  of  Education  has  already  accepted 
the  educational  specification  and  space  allocations  as 
proposed.  We  are  hopeful  that  the  citizens  of  Southbridge 
will  also  accept  the  renovation  program  as  presented  by 
their  School  Building  Committee.  Their  decision  will 
certainly  have  a  far  reaching  effect  on  the  future  of  sec- 
ondary education  in  Southbridge. 

PROGRAMS 


Perhaps  one  of  the  most  significant  developments  in  the 
elementary  program  has  been  the  completion  of  the  reno- 
vation program  at  the  Eastford,  Charlton,  and  West  Street 
Schools.  We  now  have  three  elementary  buildings  that 
are  certainly  in  tune  with  the  times  and  will  allow  us , 
over  a  period  of  time ,  to  develop  a  creative  and  flexible 
elementary  school  program .  The  direction  of  the  program, 
of  course,  will  be  to  individualize  the  instructional  pro- 
cess. The  learning  styles  of  students  will  be  analyzed, 
and  as  far  as  possible,  programs  relating  to  their  partic- 
ular style  of  learning  will  be  provided.  There  have  been 
many  improvements  in  the  program  at  the  elementary  school 
during  the  past  year.  The  Eastford  Road  School  has  been 
implementing  the  new  special  education  concept  whereby 
these  students  are  partially  integrated  into  the  regular 
classrooms.  Grades  one  and  two  are  housed  at  Pleasant 
Street  School,  and  these  children  are  offered  a  full  pro- 
gram in  all  the  academic  areas.  For  the  youngster  requir- 
ing help  in  remedial  reading,  language  or  speech  disability, 
trained  personnel  are  available.  A  full-time  teacher  also 
works  with  special  education  children  in  this  building. 

The  children  at  West  Street  School  are  also  offered  a  full 
academic  program  of  studies  and  supplementary  help  in 
remedial  reading  and  learning  disabilities,  as  well  as 
speech  training. 

At  Charlton  Street  School ,  a  new  program  under  Title  I  has 
been  planned  for  this  summer  called  "A  Smile  Program". 
(SUMMER   MEANS  INTERESTING  LIBRARY  EXPERIENCES.) 
In  the  remedial  reading  class  under  Title  I  at  Charlton 
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street,  a  detailed  record  has  been  kept  of  individual  stu- 
dent's progress.  Remedial  reading  teachers  work  with 
small  groups  of  children,  and  also  have  Title  I  Aides  help 
in  the  preparation  of  materials  and  work  on  an  individual 
basis  with  children.  The  Team  Teaching  Plan  has  also 
been  initiated  at  the  Charlton  Street  School.  This  partic- 
ular plan  makes  maximum  utilization  of  each  teacher's 
academic  strengths.  It  allows  for  flexible  grouping  of 
children  on  the  basis  of  need  and  provides  for  an  academic 
setting,  whereby  the  slow,  average,  and  bright  student 
can  proceed  at  his  own  pace.  The  principals  and  staff  of 
the  Eastford  Road,  West  Street  and  Charlton  Street  Schools 
are  greatly  appreciative  to  the  residents  of  Southbridge 
for  letting  their  dream  of  a  modern  school  become  a  reality. 

Perhaps  the  most  sensational  development  at  the  elemen- 
tary level  for  the  1973-74  school  year  will  be  the  imple- 
mentation of  the  kindergarten  program.  We  see  the  kin- 
dergarten program  as  allowing  the  children  of  this  age  to 
have  an  enriched  background  on  which  to  build  their  future 
learning  experiences .  At  the  present  time,  we  are  antici- 
pating that  there  will  be  approximately  ten  kindergarten 
sections,  operating  on  a  half-day  basis.  The  fourth  and 
fifth  grades  have  been  housed,  for  the  first  time,  in  the 
Pine  Street  School.  This  building  is  being  leased  from 
the  Notre  Dame  Parish.  The  program  at  the  school  is  de- 
partmentalized at  the  fifth  grade  level,  and  also,  to  a 
lesser  extent,  at  the  fourth  grade.  It  appears  that  the 
departmentalization  of  the  fifth  grade  has  worked  out  quite 
successfully.  We  are  still  evaluating  the  wisdom  of  the 
departmentalized  program  at  the  fourth  grade  level.  This 
has  been  a  period  of  experimentation  and  change  for  the 
teachers  at  the  Pine  Street  School.  However,  both  stu- 
dents and  teachers  have  adjusted  well  to  the  changes  that 
have  been  made . 

At  Wells  Junior  High  School  there  have  been  several  sig- 
nificant curriculum  changes.  For  instance,  an  Earth 
Science  unit  has  been  included  as  part  of  our  science 
curriculum  at  that  level,  thus  complimenting  the  areas  of 
biological  and  physical  science.  The  science  program  at 
the  Junior  High  School,  for  the  first  time,  has  also  been 
restructured  into  a  compulsory  and  elective  type  program. 
Therefore,  all  students  must  take  certain  basic  programs, 
and  then  during  last  quarter  of  the  school  year  they  are 
allowed  to  select  certain  science  electives  that  relate  to 
their  interests  and  aptitudes.  For  the  first  time,  Spanish 
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as  a  second  foreign  language  for  some  pupils  in  grade 
eight  has  been  included  in  the  curriculum.  Previous  to 
this  year,  French  was  the  only  foreign  language  offered 
to  pupils  at  the  j unior  high  school  level.  Other  curriculum 
changes  at  the  junior  high  include  maxi  units  in  the  lan- 
guage arts  program .  These  are  extended  specialized  units 
in  certain  areas  ,  a  breakaway  from  the  traditional  approach. 
Other  innovative  approaches  are  also  being  used  in  the 
area  of  team  teaching,  library  resources,  special  educa- 
tion, and  physical  education .  Also  a  novel  organizational 
change  called  the  PRISM  period  has  been  introduced  at  the 
junior  high  school  level.  The  current  PRISM  period  has 
been  substituted  for  the  term  study  period.  This  substitu- 
tion implies  that  five  other  activities  take  preference  over 
the  traditional  study  periods.  The  first  letters  of  these 
activities  form  the  word  PRISM.  During  these  periods, 
pupils  may  work  on  PROJECTS,  do  RESEARCH,  receive 
INDIVIDUAL  INSTRUCTION,  take  part  inSMALL  groupwork, 
or  help  to  do  MAKEUP  work,  due  to  absence. 

The  Pre-Vocation  Program  for  eighth  graders  is  nearing 
completion  of  its  first  year.  The  original  Cole  Trade  School 
program  has  been  phased-out  in  favor  of  the  Bay  Path 
Regional  program.  All  students  in  the  Pre -Vocational 
Program  are  now  introduced  to  five  trades  during  the  school 
year;  wood,  machine,  electrical,  sheet  metal,  and  draft- 
ing. A  complete  shop  and  related  academic  study  program 
is  now  offered  to  students  at  this  level. 

Southbridge  High  School  now  offers  one  hundred  and  forty- 
one  different  courses  to  its  students.  All  are  graded  on 
the  semester  basis  and  many  are  one  semester  courses. 
There  are  thirty-six  different  courses  offered  in  our  elec- 
tive English  program  which  was  initiated  three  years  ago. 
A  new  social  studies  program  initiated  this  year  offers 
fourteen  courses.  Music,  home  economics,  business, 
science,  math,  and  foreign  language  similarly  offer  a  wide 
variety  of  courses  .  Diversity  in  course  offering  is  designed 
to  meet  the  needs  and  interest  of  students  as  closely  as 
possible . 

Early  graduation  on  open  campus  programs  are  also  de- 
signed to  meet  the  needs  of  interested  students  and  to 
help  them  develop  greater  responsibility  for  their  educa- 
tional progress.  The  early  graduation  program,  selected 
as  a  pilot  program  by  the  State  Department  of  Education, 
has  received  widespread  attention  by  national  educational 
publications  . 
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The  extra-curricular  program  at  the  high  school  level  is 
also  designed  to  meet  the  needs  of  interested  students. 
There  were  thirty  clubs  and  other  students'  organizations 
at  the  Southbridge  High  School  during  the  1972-73  school 
year.  Student  Council  plays  a  very  important  role  in  the 
total  operation  of  the  extra-curricular  program.  The  Stu- 
dent Council  is  very  responsible  and  very  active  governing 
body  in  our  school. 

The  year  1972  marked  the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  student 
involvement  at  the  Senior  High  School. 

Five  Southbridge  High  School  students  were  selected  by 
their  peers  in  a  regular  election  to  serve  as  student  rep- 
resentatives on  the  Southbridge  School  Committee. 

Dialogue  and  communication  is  encouraged  at  Southbridge 
High  School.  Student  Council  members  have  bi-weekly 
luncheon  meetings  with  the  principal.  Student  represen- 
tatives to  the  School  Committee  have  monthly  luncheon 
meetings  with  the  Superintendent  of  Schools  and  the  High 
School  Principal  to  review  the  agenda  for  the  School  Com- 
mittee meetings.  The  Health,  Education,  and  Welfare 
Committee  (teachers)  meet  periodically  with  the  Student 
Council  representatives  to  discuss  problems  of  mutual 
interest. 

There  are  certain  programs  in  the  system  that  are  conducted 
on  a  K  -  12  basis  that  deserve  special  attention  in  this 
report.  For  instance,  the  1972  school  year  was  an  ex- 
tremely active  one  for  the  music  department .  In  addition  to 
its  regular  Christmas  and  spring  concert  at  both  the  junior 
and  senior  high  schools  was  the  high  school  performance 
of  the  Broadway  musical  "Bye,  Bye,  Birdie",  and  the 
fourth  and  fifth  grades'  production  of  the  Gilbert  and  Sul- 
livan operetta,  "Macado". 

The  Pine  Street  School  also  held  its  first  annual  music  and 
art  festival  at  the  Notre  Dame  Hall.  Especially  enjoyable 
for  the  high  school  concert  band,  was  their  participation 
in  an  exchange  concert  with  the  East  Longmeadow,  Massa- 
chusetts High  School. 

In  the  area  of  athletics  ,  interscholastic  competition  played 
an  important  role  in  the  lives  of  many  of  our  students. 
Practically  one-half  of  the  school  population  participates 
in  one  or  more  of  the  sports  offered.    During  the  1972 
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school  year,  Southbridge  enjoyed  a  highly  successful 
year.  We  strongly  feel  that  athletics  helps  to  provide 
for  the  positive  development  of  the  youth  in  our  town. 

Southbridge  High  School  competes  in  the  Border  Conference 
which  includes:  Tantasqua  Regional  High  School,  Bart- 
lett  High  School,  Auburn  High  School,  and  David  Prouty 
High  School.  Bay  Path  Regional  Vocational  School  has 
been  added  for  the  1973  year.  Conference  championships 
in  1972  were  won  in  football,  golf,  and  basketball.  The 
conference  plans  to  recognize  champions  in  girls'  sports, 
beginning  in  1973 . 

There  is  one  major  department  in  the  system  that  is  now 
referred  to  as  "Pupil  Services".  The  Pupil  Services  De- 
partment coordinates  all  services  directly  relating  to  the 
welfare  and  guidance  of  students.  At  the  present  time, 
the  Pupil  Services  Department  consists  of  the  following 
major  components:  Attendance,  Guidance,  Learning  Dis- 
abilities, Psychological  Services,  School  Health,  Special 
Education,  Bilingual  Education. 

The  Department  of  Pupil  Services  recognizes  the  importance 
of  a  complete  program  for  all  children:  a  program,  not 
only  for  the  retarded  child,  but  also  the  underachiever , 
the  emotionally  disturbed,  the  trainable,  the  physically 
handicapped,  the  child  with  learning  disabilities,  and  the 
non-English  speaking  child.  To  this  end,  the  Department 
of  Pupil  Services  has  a  commitment  to  develop  plans  and 
guidelines  to  provide  helping  services  for  all  children. 

Accomplishments  this  year  included:  (1)  the  integration 
of  all  Special  Education  children  into  various  classes 
within  their  own  age  groups,  (2)  the  establishment  of  a 
regional  Special  Education  class  at  Bay  Path  Regional 
Vocational  School.  Students  will  be  entering  five  shop 
areas:  Home  Economics,  Culinary  Arts ,  Auto  Body,  Fac- 
tory Maintenance ,  and  Agriculture ,  (3)  a  program  approved 
by  the  State  Department  of  Education  in  Spanish  Transition- 
al Bilingual  Education  which  begins  February,  1973. 

Much  credit  for  the  quality  of  our  school  system  today 
must  go  to  Dr.  Charles  Beattie,  and  other  past  Superin- 
tendents, the  present  School  Committee,  and  School  Com- 
mittees in  the  past,  and  to  the  citizens  of  Southbridge 
who  certainly  have  given  a  high  priority  to  the  improvement 
of  your  school  system. 
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There  are  many  new  challenges  that  lie  ahead,  some  of 
which  include  the  improvement  of  the  junior  high  school 
facilities,  the  development  of  our  library  program  at  the 
elementary  level,  the  need  for  updating  of  the  Senior  High 
School,  the  need  to  find  a  continuing  approach  to  curricu- 
lum development,  on  K-12  basis,  the  maintenance  of  a 
high  level  audio  visual  program,  and  the  development  of 
a  feasible  plan  for  teacher  evaluation. 

As  of  September  1973 ,  the  community  will  have  implemented 
its  kindergarten  program,  a  notable  milestone  in  the  edu- 
cational progress  of  the  Town  of  Southbridge.  It  is  now 
the  challenge  and  responsibility  of  the  administrators  and 
professional  staff  to  guarantee  to  the  town  that  our  kin- 
dergarten program  is  of  the  very  highest  quality.  The 
kindergarten  is  often  referred  to  the  launching  pad  of  a 
child's  entire  educational  career. 

CONCLUSION 


The  thrust  of  the  Southbridge  educational  program  must  be 
based  on  more  than  a  fact-centered  curriculum.  I  base 
my  view  on  these  statistics:  

When  a  person,  now  40  years  of  age,  was  born,  only  3% 

of  all  current  knowledge  was  available  when  a 

young  man  or  woman  now  twenty  was  born,  only  25%  of 

all  current  knowledge  was  available  when  a  child 

now  ten  was  born,  only  5  0%  of  all  current  knowledge  was 
available.  It  would  be  most  difficult  for  us  to  concede 
that  a  "fact-centered  curriculum"  is  now  irrelevant  with 
this  kind  of  a  knowledge  proliferation .  We  must  in  South- 
bridge  work  towards  a  program  that  not  only  teaches  basic 
skills,  but  also  keeps  pace  with  a  rapidly  multiplying  body 
of  human  learning.  Much  has  already  been  accomplished 
in  our  school  system .  However,  there  will  be  a  continuing 
challenge  for  us  to  keep  our  educational  program  updated 
and  relevant. 

In  conclusion,  I  wish  to  thank  the  School  Committee,  the 
faculty  and  staff,  students,  and  residents  of  Southbridge 
for  their  support  and  understanding  during  this  very  first 
year  of  the  Superintendent  of  the  Southbridge  Public 
Schools.  Rest  assured  that  as  a  total  staff,  our  goal  will 
be  to  establish  Southbridge  as  the  educational  model  for 
this  area  of  the  Commonwealth.
